Not a day passes that the newspa­ 
pers do not chronicle instances 
of 
children killed or crippled for life by 
the handling of fire arms. Comment­ 
ing on the subject, a Cleveland paper 
says: 
"It Is of no sort of use to arrest tin* 
little fellow who, in play, takes the life 
of his beloved playmate. Such action 
is a stigma upon innocence, although 
perhaps necessary in law. 
It Is the 
parents who purchase for their chil­ 
dren and permit them to handle dead­ 
ly weapons who should hear the legal 
stigma, if anybody. 
It was only the 
other day that a mother of five chil­ 
dren vvuu shot to death, at Youngs­ 
town. by a young -tad. No amount of 
regrets on the part of that hoy's par­ 
tita can restore the mother to those 
little ones, and it would seem that one 
such object lesson would suffice to 
cause a general clearing of all homes 
of children’s revolvers and rifles.” 
A revolver is a dangerous weapon, 
even In the 
hands of grown men. 
Placing it in the hands of children as 
a plaything IR a crime. 
It 
is 
also 
criminal carelessness on the part of 
parents to look after their children 
so little that they are suffered to fool 
with firearms and powder, whether 
with or without parental consent. Nu­ 
merous young lives could lie saved 
every y»ar by keeping pistols 
and 
guns out of the 
reach and out of 
the hands of boys and girls. It is Just 
as wicked and Just as foolish to pre­ 
sent a pistol to a child and allow him ; 
to use it as it would he to give him j 
poison to experiment with.

Bergen has the eye of an 
eagl** aud fin* nerve of a Fitzsimmons 
or McGovern. 
Punishment does not | 
feaze him, ami tin* sw ifter the shoots 
from the pitcher tile better bi* likes 
them. for be realizes that a slow pitch­ 
er will handicap the best of catchers. 
Bin k Ewing, who w as undoubtedly j 
tin* best catcher who ever stood behind 
the plate and who bus never been ex-1 
celled as a thrower, once told me that 
be owed much of ids success as a catch­ 
er to Welch and Keefe. 
Those three 
understood each other thoroughly, and 
ea<-h knew Just what to do and when to 
do It. 
Bergen Is alroot as near a counterpart 
of Ew ing as any catcher of the present 
time. 
His throwing is remarkably ac­ 
curate and speedy, and with a more 
hustling team playing with him than ! 
the Cincinnal is bis record would shine 
out much brighter than it does. Of the 
old tim ers in harness Zimmer, Mc­ 
Guire and Kittredge are doing as good 
work as ever. 
Still, none of the veter­ 
an backstops will ever make the record 
made by Busbong. ‘‘Bush” caught year 
after year and did it with a grace and 
ease* ftossessed by no other catcher. lie 
was the only backstop I ever saw who 
could wear white kid gloves at an even­ 
ing reception and wear them well. 
Ile 
never had a finger puffed up or dis­ 
jointed, and I don’t believe we ever had 
another catcher with a like record. The 
fingers of the average backstop are a 
mass of serpentine twists aud bumps 
neither graceful nor pretty. 


Do you know that there Is a certain 
f* alure about baseball which resem­ 
bles swimm ing In tim t once* learned It 
is never forgotten? 'I’D 1st has been the 
experience of hundreds of men who 
take part in a friendly gam e after hav­ 
ing abandoned baseball for years.
